For the second year in succession more money 
was spent for Roman yearlings than for those by any 
other sire. The four sires above Roman on The Blood- 
Horse's list of leading yeariing sales sires published 
last week, stand at a higher fee than Roman's $3,000— 
live foal. 


The same applies to *Rico Monte—all those above 
the Argentine’s $11,560 average stand for a higher fee 
than $1,500—live foal.

Fines for Phony Foul Claims 


MIAMI 

Although Tropical Park’s attendance 

and betting totals are running far behind 

those of a year ago, I hear that the new 

boss, Saul Silberman, is not losing a cent 

on the meeting, In fact, there may be a 
small profit. 


Sharp slashes in overhead expenses and 
in purses, the latter made after the first 
ten days, have made it possible for Silber- 
man and his associates to keep out of the 


red, 


Betting and attendance were off about 
1l per cent for the first 26 days of the 
meeting. Last year the totals were 238,353 
and $18,020,305, as against 213,501 and 
$16,043,508 this season. 

Attendance of 14.803 on December 26 
gave Tropical Park its first million-dollar 
handle this season—$1,074,721 for nine 
races. This was $6,185 more than 13,764 
bet last year, What made this impressive 
was that it marked the first time during 
the first 26 days of the 43-day session that 
the crowd and handle surpassed last year’s 
totals.

Perhaps his most notable performance so 
far. the race netted him $6,375, Third in 
the field of 13 was Gulfstream, while 
further back were the two choices. River 
Divide Farm’s Andre and Brookmeade 
Stable’s Capeador.

He keeps records to prove that 
Florida-bred horses have made tremen- 
dous strides as stakes winners during the 
past five years. 


WEIGHT TELLS. Belair Stud’s Hypha- 
sis, about as unpredictable as any first- 
class horse in recent years, turned in one 
of his best performances when he romped 
off with the $7.500 E. R. Bradley Handi- 
cap. his first score in four starts at Trop- 
ical Park. 

Apparently he found his impost of 120 
pounds, topweight in the field, less exact- 
ing than the heavier burdens assigned him 
by handicapper Francis P. Dunne in pre- 
vious races, The 6-year-old son of *Hypno- 


tist II—*Vibration IT looked frisky. as he 
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completely outclassed Sagittarius, Belluno, 
Jimminy Baxter, Algasir, En Fleur, and 
Heart Flash. He won by six lengths under 
Jimmy Nichols’ snug guidance. The track 
was on the slow side, due to overnight 
rains, yet Hyphasis skipped over the six 
furlongs in 1:12. 

The Belair racer earned $5,825 to boost 
his 1953 total to $52,815. He has won 
five of 27 races this year while meeting the 
best sprinters in the country. He may run 
back in the New Year’s Handicap, An- 
other race open to him before Tropical 
Park closes is the Straus Memorial Handi- 
cap on January 9. Then he could be prep- 
ped for the $15,000-added Hialeah Inau- 
gural Handicap on January 16. 

REPLACEMENT. Jerry Brady, who has 
served as director of racing at Tropical 
Park for about 13 years, will resign from 
that important post after the close of the 
current meeting, This news comes from 
a reliable source. I understand he ‘will be 
succeeded by Elmer Vickers, former FBI 
man with Spencer Drayton’s Thoroughbred 
Racing Protective Bureau who now is 
manager at Saul Silberman’s Randall Park 
track in Ohio. 

Brady was director of racing for the 
late Henry L. Straus, then for Nat Herz- 
feld. Silberman and his associates bought 
the track from Herzfeld before the season 
opened this year for a reported $2,500,000. 

When first reports that Brady was leav- 
ing began to stir, Silberman said they 
were news to him. “If Mr. Brady intends 
to resign because of the pressure of busi- 
ness or any similar reason, I will make 
every effort to have him continue with us 
in another capacity. As of now, I don’t 
know of any intention he may have of 
resigning and certainly have not received 
any resignation.”

Sent to England for racing as a 2- 
year-old. Robert E. Lee won the Princess 
Stakes. Returned to the United States, he 
won for six more seasons, 

Three more winners followed before she 
produced Yesnow. which won the 1945 
Albany Handicap and 19 other races. Her 
last foal, which arrived in 1946. was Ocean 
Drive. one of the better 2-year-olds of his 
year, winner of the Hialeah Juvenile. May- 
flower. and Prairie State Stakes and second 
in the Washington Park Futurity and 
Hyde Park Stakes. 


Roman Bath to Stud 


‘Roman Bath, a 7-year-old bay horse by 
Roman—War Swept. by Man o’ War. will 
be retired to stud for the 1954 season. 
Edwin C. Roth Sr., his owner. announced 
this week. 

Roman Bath now is at the Fair Grounds 
race track in New Orleans. He will stay in 
light training there for several weeks be- 
fore he is retired to Paul Serdar’s Locust 
Lawn Farm, Wadsworth. Ill. His stud fee 
has not been announced.

Howard Reineman, owner of Crown 
Crest Farm at Lexington, organized a 
party to attend the Newmarket December 
sales in England. then had to stay home 
for an appendectomy. His representatives. 
Tom Mooney and Dr. D. L. Proctor Jr., 
made the trip. but bought nothing at the 
auctions, They brought back some options 
for private purchase, and this week Crown 
Crest Farm, having sent Dr. Proctor back 
across the Atlantic to make veterinary ex- 
aminations, announced that it had_pur- 
chased the 12-year-old mare Bray Melody. 
whose daughter Happy Laughter was the 
best 3-year-old filly of the 1953 season. 

Bray Melody, which raced only once 
(third), is by Coup de Lyon out of Paint- 
ers Song, by Gainsborough, Her first two 
foals were the winner Shrewd Suspicion, 
by The Phoenix, and the *Royal Charger 
colt *Vicar of Bray, which has raced in 
the U. S. Happy Laughter. winner of the 
One Thousand Guineas, Coronation, Fal- 
mouth, and Nassau Stakes last year. is the 
third.

OBITUARY 


Walter J. Salmon 
Dies in New York 


Walter J. Salmon. for a third of a cen- 
tury an important force in American 
racing and breeding. died December 25 
at his home, 16 East 69th Street, in New 
York City. Since late in 1951 he had been 
disabled by illness, and his extensive 
Thoroughbred breeding operation at Mere- 
worth Farm. Lexington, had been carried 
on under the direction of Mrs, Salmon, 
who was quite as conversant with the busi- 
ness as her husband was. 

For more than half a century Mr. Sal- 
mon had been prominent as a real estate 
holder in New, York City. As early as

1899 he began leasing property at the 
northwest corner of 42nd Street and Fifth 
Avenue. Preferring long-term leases to out- 
right purchase (even for his home), he 
controlled much property in the midtown 
area, including the 42nd Street site where 
in 1930-31 he erected the 60-story Salmon 
Tower on one of the most valuable pieces 
of land in the world. 

In 1919 Mr, Salmon began buying race 
horses. and for years thereafter his stable 
ranked among the most successful in the 
country. He won the 1920 Futurity at Bel- 
mont Park with the filly Step Lightly, and 
soon thereafter turned to breeding his own 
horses. He owned three winners of the 
Preakness Stakes—Vigil in 1923, Display 
in 1926, and Dr. Freeland in 1929, Among 
his best race mares were Careful, Snow- 
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flake. and the massive Swivel. He also 
owned the good steeplechaser Huffy. 

Display (Fair Play—*Cicuta, by *Nas- 
sovian) was the most troublesome and 
most successful runner bred and raced by 
Mr. Salmon. Along with an iron consti- 
tution, he had a virtually inexhaustible 
energy and capacity for mischief. The 
starting point, behind the old tape barrier, 
was his favorite scene for demonstrating 
to the world that the domestication of the 
horse was not quite complete, But once in 
action, despite the energy used up in wild 
rebellion. he frequently proved himself 
one of the most powerful runners of his 
time. He earned $256,326 and became the 
second-largest money winner of his day in 
American racing. 


Early in his: racing career Mr, Salmon 
leased a central Kentucky farm which he 
named Mereworth, and his breeding oper- 
ations have been conducted there ever 
since. In 1933 he retired from racing and 
turned full attention to breeding for the 
market. The best horse he ever bred was 
in the 1931 crop of foals—Discovery, which 
as a 2-year-old raced in the colors of Mr. 
Salmon’s fiscal manager, the late Adolphe 
Pons, and late in 1933 was sold privately 
to Alfred Vanderbilt, for whom the son 
of Display established the foundations of 
later breeding successes. 

After the racing stable was discontinued 
the Mereworth yearlings were sold at Sar- 
atoga until the wartime removal of the 
summer sales to Lexington. Mr, Salmon 
was one of the leaders in organizing the 
co-operative Breeders’ Sales Company. 
The consignments were large, and prices, 
for the most part, were small until recent 
years, when the results of a vigorous im- 
provement program began to show. In 
1951 Mereworth sold a sister to Twilight 
Tear (the stakes winner Perfection) for 
$60.000. a record price for a yearling filly, 
The following year it discontinued selling 
by auction and inaugurated a program of 
leasing its yearlings to racing stables. 

Mereworth has ranked among the lead- 
ing breeders for many years. It has bred 
90 stakes winners, among them Annapolis, 
the Grand National Steeplechase winner 
Battleship. Display, Discovery, Dark Dis- 
covery, Dr. Freeland, Education, Free for 
All. Ruhe. Quick Reward, Snowflake, Sun- 
glow. and Swivel. Up to a hundred brood- 
mares—sometimes more—were maintained 
at Mereworth,. along with several stallions, 
some of which were leased, 

With horses, as in numerous other en- 
terprises organized in an intricate frame- 
work of corporations. Mr. Salmon was con- 
stantly in search of new information and 
new methods. In the 1920's, at an expense 
which may have totaled nearly a quarter- 
million dollars, he financed the most ex- 
tensive investigation of race horse heredity 
ever made. The research was carried on 
under the direction of Dr. H. H. Laughlin 
at the Eugenics Records Office of the Car- 
negie Institution at Cold Spring Harbor on 
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Long Island. It succeeded in estimating 
possibilities on the basis of class and re- 
lationship, but the final formula for pre- 
diction was too complicated for general 
usage. 

In the 1932 season Mereworth advertised 
three stallions with the provision that the 
fee was payable only if the mare produced 
a live colt foal; low prices for fillies at 
the yearling sales caused this experiment, 
Parasites were another problem with which 
Mr. Salmon was much concerned, and be- 
fore the advent of phenothiazine he sought 
desperately for means of protecting the 
stocks at Mereworth, on one occasion going 
so far as to experiment with leather bags 
to catch the droppings and prevent con- 
tamination of pastures. Mereworth was 
one of the first farms to institute the now 
generally accepted low-level phenothiazine 
routine for control of bloodworms. It was 
the first farm to accept the now commonly 
used sales catalogue style, originated in 
the offices of THe BLoop-Horse. 

A sideline of the extensive farming op- 
eration in Kentucky was growing and 
marketing a low-nicotine tobacco developed 
by Dr. W. D. Valleau at the University 
of Kentucky. 

Though many of his experiments and in- 
novations failed to work out as he had 
hoped. Walter Salmon continued to operate 
his stud with the vigor and vision which 
made him a fortune in real estate and 
other businesses, In the last few years, still 
determined to raise the standards of his 
Thoroughbred breeding, he had systemat- 
ically recruited his broodmare band 
through the purchase of stakes-winning 
and good-class mares. 

There has been no indication that the 
death of Mr. Salmon will alter materially 
the operation of the stud at Mereworth. 
Survivors in the immediate family are his 
widow, Mrs. Elizabeth J. Davy Salmon; 
two sons, Walter J. Salmon Jr., of Law- 
rence, Long Island, and Burton Davy 
Salmon, of Tulsa, Okla.; and a daughter. 
Mrs. Harry Duffy Jr., of Centerville, Md. 
There are four grandchildren.

THE GREATEST HORSE 


Matthew Dawson on St. Simon 


And Ben Jones

John Hislop, eminent English authority 
and historian of the Turf. in giving esti- 
mates of famous Thoroughbreds of Eng- 
lish racing, chooses in some cases to 
quote the trainers of respective horses as 
the authoritative opinion on the merits of 
those horses. Many celebrated men of the 
English Turf have believed St. Simon to 
be their greatest Thoroughbred, and have 
so stated, but, as a witness to the great- 
ness of St. Simon, and a witness who could 
qualify as an expert, John Hislop gives 
Matthew Dawson, St. Simon’s trainer, 

There is a trend in Turf writing here, 
at the present time, that has seemed to 
require answering—in the form on an au- 
thoritative statement concerning Citation. 
In order not to waste time on personal 
criticism of false quotations that have 
appeared in print, incorrect reporting, and 
all the means by which the writing-down 
of a horse can be attempted, we may 
simply follow the suggestion given in the

writing of the noted John Hislop—and 
look to one of the guiding stars of Cita. 
tion’s destiny on the race track for an au- 
thoritative estimate of this verily great 
horse.

The Produce Records of Mares 
In the Experimental Handicaps 


It has been stated frequently in these 
columns that, among the various criteria 
for the selection of broodmare prospects, 
the most dependable is racing class. 
Enough evidence has been furnished that 
the great majority of breeders are now 
willing to accept the conclusion as correct 
—but they accept it with reservations and 
qualifications. 

One of the reservations still held in some 
quarters is that a mare can have too much 
racing class for her own good, that is, 
that the correlation between racing class 
and breeding class breaks down as one 
approaches the extreme of racing class. 
The very good mares are “too masculine,” 
or they are “raced too much,” or some- 
thing. 

This notion was fairly well disposed of 
in an article in THE BLoop-Horse of April 
3, 1943, page 482. Data given there were 
based on a compilation made by the late 
J.B. Robertson (Mankato), covering a long 
period of racing and breeding in Eng- 
land. The question can now be re-exam- 
ined to some extent on the basis of racing 
and breeding in North America. 

The accompanying tabulation shows the 
several and collective produce records of 
mares which, in their 2-year-old season. 
were assigned weights in the Experimental 
Handicap, to date the only official free 
handicap in the U. S. A dozen years are 
accounted for—the best 2-year-old fillies 
of 1933 through 1944. 

It will be years before such a study 
can be based on the produce records of 
mares placed among the leading runners 
of three years and older in an unofficial 
handicap, such as that prepared for THE 
BLoop-HorseE by Frank E, Kilroe. In 1952, 
however, in preparing material for a talk 
on pedigrees for the Stud Managers Course 
at the University of Kentucky. I attempt- 
ed a retrospective selection of the best ten 
race mares foaled in each of a dozen suc- 
cessive years. and reported the records of 
this group of mares in comparison with 
a sample representing the average of the 
breed. Since the number of mares _ in- 
cluded was smaller, and the selection was 
made on the basis of their class in later 
years as well as at two, the group repre- 
sented considerably more class than the 
Experimental Handicap group, There is, 
of course, some duplication from one list 
to the other, but the “best ten” group 
certainly represents the higher level of 
performance. 

The comparison between these two 
groups, and with some other groups of 


broodmares, is shown in the tabulation on 
this page. The figures for the best ten are 
left as they stood at the time of compila- 
tion, that is, they include full progeny 
records through 1951. Other data are as 
of the end of 1952. 

The sample representing the average of 
the breed is made up of the progeny rec- 
ord. in the 1940-52 period, of daughters 
of mares whose sires have had at least 
ten daughters with progeny running in 
North America in the last few years—1948 
and later. Alphabetically according to the 
sires of the mares. the sample runs from 
the beginning of the D’s through Menow. 
Actually it is probably a little above aver- 
age for the breed. since the exclusion of 
sires with fewer than ten daughters would 
be enough to cause some rise above the 
continental average. 

The figures for a group of leading 
broodmare sires and for Blue Larkspur 
are taken from studies recently presented 
here. 

The tabulation shows. first. the racing 
index of the progeny of each group of 
mares (offspring of the daughters of Blue 
Larkspur, for instance. have earned 2.40 
times the average of the years in which 
they raced): second. the percentage of 
year-starters which earned at least four 
times the year’s average: third. the distri- 
bution of the mares in four classifications 
based on the earnings of their progeny. 
the classifications corresponding roughly 
to poor. fair. good, and extra good. 

The soundness of giving preferential 
treatment to mares which as 2-year-olds 
were assigned places in the Experimental 
Handicap is clearly indicated by the com- 
parative tabulation, They are superior by 
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every measure to Blue Larkspur mares as 
a group—and daughters of Blue Larkspur 
are an exceptional group. The earnings 
index of the “Campbell mares” is higher. 
Their percentage of year-starters with in- 
dexes above 4.00 (equivalent to good 
stakes class) is higher. The percentage of 
mares with good producing records is 
higher: a total of 43 per cent have pro- 
geny indexes above 2.00. 


Five daughters of Blue Larkspur are 
included in the Experimental Handicap 
group. These are Big Event, Bird Flower, 
Blue Delight, Irvana, and Our Page. If 
their producing records are pooled, the 
racing index of their progeny is 5.73, If 
the record of Myrtlewood, best race mare 
got by Blue Larkspur, is added, the index 
is 5.63. If the records of these six mares 
are subtracted from the composite record 
of the daughters of Blue Larkspur, the 
index of that group shrinks to 2.14. That 
is, the progeny of a half-dozen of Blue 
Larkspur’s best race mares have earned 
money at a rate of about 2.6 times that 
of his other daughters. 

The superiority of the “best ten” race 
mares as producers over the Experimental 
Handicap mares is greater than the su- 
periority of the latter over Blue Larkspur 
mares, The progeny index as a group is 
3.66. The proportion of four-plus year- 
starters (a year-starter is, of course, one 
horse racing one year) is 18.5 per cent. 
Only 18 per cent may be set down as 
failures to date, whereas a total of 57 
per cent have proved themselves good 
producers, including an amazing 33 per 
cent whose breeding records may be 
called distinguished. It, would be difficult 
to find any other group of mares—pre- 
dictable in advance—in which one out of 
three could be expected to have a progeny 
index above 4.00. 

Table II summarizes the composite pro- 
ducing records of the mares included in 
the Experimental Handicaps. It shows 
that 3,200 year-starters have earned a total

calculation of the index, The actual earn- 
ings in each racing year are divided by 
the continental average per runner for 
that year—for instance, $1,200 in 1940, 
$2,686 in 1952—and the quotient is called 
the adjustment, It shows how many times 
the average or “expected” earnings of one 
runner the actual earnings were, The ad- 
justment is summed for any given group 
and divided by the number of year-start- 
ers to obtain the index. 

Thus the 102 year-starters produced by 
the best 2-year-old fillies of 1944 have 
earned as much as 516 “average” year- 
starters; the index for the group, 5.06, 
shows they have earned more than five 
times normal expectation. 

It may be noted that the progeny in- 
dexes of the more recent groups of mares 
are considerably higher than the earlier 
ones. It is difficult to give the relative im- 
portance of several factors which may be 
responsible for the upward drift. Most 
important, in all probability, is the obvious 
fact that the later groups are younger. 
It is possible that a growing awareness 
of racing class as an indicator of prob- 
able breeding class was responsible for 
better opportunities for the younger mares. 
Whatever the reason, the problem will 
have to be left aside at the moment. 

If the fillies at the top of the 12 handi- 
caps are separated from the others and 
their records added together, the index 
for this group is 4.87—which is about as 
high as group indexes run. The index for 
the others would drop only to 2.74. 

The good runners produced by the 
“Campbell mares” are too numerous to 
list. but among them are Mar-Kell (Nel- 
lie Flag), Coaltown and Wistful (Easy 
Lass), Great Circle (Hemisphere), Mark- 
Ye-Well (Mar-Kell), Hall of Fame (Big 
Event), Real Delight (Blue Delight), One 
Count (Ace Card), Next Move (Now 
What), Curandero (Ciencia), Faultless 
(Unerring), Phalanx (Jacola), Cold Com- 


mand (Monsoon), Spy Song (Mata Hari), 
Natchez (Creole Maid), Bryan G. (Anthe- 


mion), Some Chance (Some Pomp), 
Capot (Piquet), Counterpoint (Jabot), 
Cosmic Missile (Misty Isle). Black Tar- 
quin (Vagrancy), Apache (Flying Song), 
Straight Face (Expression), Salmagundi 
(Manatella), Laffango (Lovely Girl), 
Better Self (Bee Mac), Snow Goose (Judy 
O’Grady). Buzfuz (Polyata), Squared 
Away (Imperatrice). and scores of other 
high-class winners. 

Level Lea, best offspring of the excel- 
lent mare Level Best, is a 1953 addition 
to the list, and is not accounted for in 
the records given here. One of the lead- 
ing 2-year-old fillies of 1953, Incidentally, 
is out of Danise M., weighted at 106 
pounds in the 1935 Experimental. 


COMPOUND INTEREST. Prices paid 
for good race mares in auction sales some- 
times are so high that it becomes difficult 
to reconcile them with normal expectation 
for the progeny, even though the expecta- 
tion is quite high, On the other hand, 
mares with high racing class may be con- 
sidered an investment in which the re- 
turns can be compounded from one gen- 
eration to another. Success provides the 
foundation for further success. 

The best sons of the best race mares 
are likely to become good stallions. They 
have no actually measured advantage over 
other horses of equal racing class, but 
horses worthy of good opportunities in the 
stud will appear in higher proportion 
among the offspring of the best race mares. 

High-ranking stallions, however, are not 
a dependable expectation from any mare. 
They are like the jackpots in slot ma- 
chines—something to be grateful for when 
they arrive, but not to be counted on be- 
fore they arrive, A higher probability 
attaches to the daughters of good race 
mares. Those which are themselves suc- 
cessful on the race track become the best

prospects as broodmares, but even those 
which fail to gain distinction in racing 
are well above average in expectation. 

Miyako, weighted at 108 pounds in the 
Experimental Handicap of 1937, failed to 
gain any sort of distinction as a producer, 
but her daughter Geisha has become the 
dam of Native Dancer. Judy O’Grady (110 | 
pounds in 1934) has proved herself an 
excellent producer, and three of her 
daughters which did little on the race 
course have produced such runners as 
Kiss Me Kate. Chanlea, Green Baize, etc. 
An unraced daughter of Mata Hari is the 
dam of Sub Fleet. Black Helen (115 
pounds in 1934) had only a fair record as 
a producer, but is the granddam of Re- 
new, But Why Not. and Oedipus. Nellie 
Flag. best of the 2-year-old fillies of 
1934, was a daughter of the top-class 
Nellie Morse and dam of the top-class Mar- 
Kell, which in her turn has produced 
Mark-Ye-Well. 

The examples serve to illustrate the 
cumulative nature of the dividends from 
good race mares. They do not imply. of 
course, that the returns in most cases will 
be similar, Each new generation represents 
a new deal of the cards, and unless there 
is careful (and fortunate) selection at 
each stage the distribution soon becomes 
random. Hence the tremendous pressure on 
the breeder to appraise each generation 
on the basis of individual merit as_per- 
former and producer.

Was a Mixture 


Take a crowd of 62.000. mix generously 
with longshots, stir in a dash over a new 
grass course, add two victories by Willie 
Shoemaker and three by a 19-year-old ap- 
prentice from Brooklyn and you have one 
of the best openings in Santa Anita’s 17- 
year-history. 


The new grass course made a terrific 
hit with Santa Anita’s opening-day crowd. 
The first test over the grass layout proved 
the most interesting race of the day. It 
was won by the veteran gray mare *Em- 
pilchada. If the race was any indication 
of things to come, imported horses, or 
horses by foreign sires, finished one-three- 
four in the mile and one-half event.

A big opening day. 


Santa Anita’s unique grass course broke 
up the customary routine of our racing 
pattern, and fans wagered more on this 
fourth race than on any of the earlier 
events. Santa Anita expects attendance to 
jump 3,000 to 5,000 on days that races 
over the grass are scheduled. It might be 
interesting to note that all horses running 
over the course must be smoothly shod— 
and one horse even worked over it the 
other morning barefooted. 


There is one terribly disappointing fea- 
ture of the course. A month ago the grass 
was a deep, rich green and resembled a

luxurious carpet. But cold nights killed 
some of the bluegrass; and the devil grass 
that took over turned a dried-out brown 
color. It isn’t nearly as pretty as the rest 
of the grass in the infield. The only harm, 
however, is in appearances. and Elmer 
Gould, the track superintendent. thinks 
he will be able to correct a few oversights 
for next year’s meeting, After all, you 
only learn by doing. 


Longshot players discovered early in 
the afternoon that Santa Anita was a nice 
place to spend opening day. Travertine, 
by *Nordlicht, whipped the heavily favor- 
ed Determine to turn in the day’s biggest 
upset, and Shady Boots. Tiger Jay and 
Heliowise all won at large prices.. The 
latter, a rugged gelding by *Heliopolis, 
slipped through on the rail, surrendered 
the lead in mid-stretch to Cyclotron. then 
came on again to win the $24,200 Palos 
Verdes Handicap as a member of the pari- 
mutuel field, His time for the six furlongs 
was 1:0924. Travertine. a 2-year-old, hung 
up the same time in winning his race, and 
Robert W., a $5,000 plater, dashed home 
in 1:0944. Some fans departed for home 
wondering if the track wasn’t faster than 
Golden Gate Fields. 


The sixth race on opening day was 
named the Mark-Ye-Well, and the favorite 
in the seventh—the Palos Verdes—was the 
defending Santa Anita Handicap cham- 
pion. In the paddock Mark-Ye-Well. show- 


-ing some of his wonderful spirit. took a 


keen interest in the proceedings. 


“It sure wakes him up to come in here.” 
Ben Jones said. 


“He’s that way all the time,” Eddie 
Arcaro answered. “He'll be all right. This 
gentleman has a lot ahead of him this 
winter.” 

Mark-Ye-Well finished seventh, but he 
ran a much better race than it may anpear 
in the charts. He was moving strongly on 
the rail, only to be blocked at the quarter- 
pole and forced to take up. With another 
race or two and a little more distance. he 
probably will reward Arcaro’s confidence. 


And he does have a lot ahead of him this 


season. 


Shoemaker, who has been resting and 
golfing for a couple of weeks, returned to 
action with two winners to stretch his total 
for the year to 478, putting him 88 in front 
of the record 390 set last season by Tony 
DeSpirito. The saddle star of the day, 


inewever, was Walter Blum, the Brook. 
lyn apprentice who is under contract to 
Hirsch Jacobs. one of America’s most 
noted trainers. Blum galloped horses and 
walked “hots” for Jacobs for two years 
before getting a chance in silks. He rode 
his first race last May. and scored his first 
winner in July on Tuscania.

Neloy must have 
rubbed off some luck. because he’s back 
now with a potent stable of his own.

The 
dam’s “imported mark” was temporary, 
In 1941 her owner, F. S. Kerr, an Amer 
ican with business interests in Bombay 


and horses in Ireland. sold her for export 


to New Zealand and shipped her by way 
of the U. S. War in the Pacific prevented 
completion of the journey. In America 
she produced Skerandy, a winner, by 
Andy K. 

During the war her first foal, Storm- 
less, ran well in England, and _ shortly 
after the war ended in 1945 arrangements 
were made for her return home. Mean- 
while her registration certificate had been 
lost, and it took considerable doing to get 
her back into the stud book. 

Mr. Kerr, able to see his horses only 
once a year, sold them in 1951, at Goff'’s 
sales in Dublin. *Skerweather brought 65 
guineas, Her foal (Royal Challenger) went 
to N. Halley for 1.450 guineas. The next 
year the colt, in transit back to the Balls. 
bridge sales, put a foot through the 
rotten floor of a van and developed a 
swollen leg. A. W. Gordon, the present 
owner, was able to buy him for 2.100 
guineas (about $6,174).

Fate Undetermined 


The future of the trackless Empire City 
Racing Association still had not been 
settled this week. 

Presidents of three New York racing 
associations met last week with the New 
York State Racing Commission to con- 
sider dates for the State’s five tracks, 
When the two-hour meeting ended. the 
group released to waiting newsmen a one- 
sentence statement: 

“The matter of dates for 1954 for the 
five New York associations was discussed 
and has been referred to the five presi- 
dents for further consideration.” 

The five presidents were expected to 
meet within the week. 

Present for last week’s meeting were 
Ashley Trimble Cole, chairman of the 
racing commission; L. A, Swirbul and 
William C, Langley, members of the com- 
mission; Harry Miller, secretary of the 
commission; James Butler. president of 
Empire City; John A. Morris. president 
of Jamaica race track; Cyrus Jullien. 
president of Aqueduct race track. 

George D. Widener, head of Belmont 
Park, and F. S. von Stade. head of the 
Saratoga track, will attend the next con- 
ference. 

Before last week’s session, New York 
City newspapermen were hazarding that 
the racing commission would deny 1954 
dates to Empire City. They reasoned that. 
since Cole was opposed to giving Empire 
City any more dates and since the asso- 
ciation had made no material progress re- 
cently in finding itself a racing plant, the 
commission would frown on continuing 
Empire City’s program. (The association 
hasn’t had a track since 1942 when it sold 
its Yonkers property to a harness-racing 
group. It does own more than 300 acres of 
undeveloped land in Baychester, however. 
but a City zoning commission recently said 
it intended to rezone the property to resi- 
dential use.) 

The purpose of the next meeting of 
association presidents will be to decide 
among themselves how dates should be 
allotted, and there may be a rub in this 
also, for the New York Herald-Tribune, 
after last week’s session, claimed that 
Belmont Park would be unalterably op- 
posed to giving Empire City further con- 
sideration. The newspaper said that Bel- 
mont’s directors, which have spent a lot 
of money keeping their plant up to snuff, 
resent the fact that Empire City, without 
a plant of its own, has been able to stay 
in the racing picture and make money by 
operating at Jamaica. With Belmont 
against it, and with a hostile racing com- 
mission breathing down its neck, the Em- 
pire City association would have a tough 
time nailing down any more racing dates, 
the newspaper said. 


Should Empire City be forced out of 
racing in New York, another problem pre- 
sents itself. In all talk about building a 
new, co-operative race track to be used 
by Aqueduct. Jamaica. and Empire City, 
it was understood that each would foot a 
proportionate share of the bill. The asso- 
ciations have said that their plans call for 
a $39,000,000 to $35,000.000 racing plant, 
that all would have to co-operate in order 
to make it possible. Should Empire City 
go under, would Aqueduct and Jamaica be 
able to go it alone? 

Apparently a lot more than the fate of 
Empire City will depend upon the nex: 
meeting of the associations. 


37,000 Soft Drinks 


Gulfstream Park was host Sunday. De- 
cember 20, to more than 18,000 children 
and adults who attended its fifth annual 
Christmas circus. Fifteen circus acts were 
on the program, through arrangement with 
Robert H. Morton, well known circus 
impresario, ranging all the way from lions 
and bears to high-trapeze acts 200 feet 
above the running strip. 


Crippled children, the special guests 
of President James Donn of the racing 
association, were delighted midway in the 
show when Santa Claus arrived on the 
running strip by helicopter, accompanied 
by one of his dwarf helpers, Santa and 
helper distributed presents to all crippled 
and under-privileged boys and girls on 
the grounds. 


Music was provided by the South Brow- 
ard High School Band. which joined in 
the circus parade with the American Le- 
gion, Guard of Honor. Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts, and other marching units from 
both Dade and Broward Counties. A circus 
band also was on hand to accompany the 
various acts, 

Donn started the Christmas circus five 
years ago for trainers and their immediate 
families, but the demand increased so that 
last year it was decided to stage it in 
front of the grandstand. There were 10.000 
present for the first showing. and_ this 
year the number was nearly doubled. More 
than 37.500 free soft drinks. 20.000 spun 
cotton candy cones, 210 gallons of pink 
lemonade. and other candy were distrib- 
uted this year.

An underpass is being built 
so that customers who park in the infield 
will be able to walk directly into the 
grandstand instead of having to circle the 
entire track, 

Approximately 1,500 more seats have 
been installed in the grandstand, replacing 
benches. J. J. Isaacson. general manager

High Weights Beat Africander 


Africander was one of the best foals of 
the 1900 crop, but his record never quite 
equaled what was expected of him. As a 
3-year-old, he had one big year. and the 
next season the handicappers weighted 
him out of the money in 72 per cent of his 
races. 


Bred at James B. Haggin’s Rancho del 
Paso in California, Africander was by 
*Star Ruby—Afric Queen, by *Darebin. 
*Star Ruby, brought to the United States 
from England, was raced by Green B. 


Morris and Haggin before he was retired © 


to stud. 


Africander, sold as a yearling to Julius 
Fleischman, began his racing at Graves- 
end on May 26. 1902. He finished last in 
a field of 15 2-year-olds. Trainers in those 
days didn’t believe that a horse needed 
much rest, On May 28, he started again, 


finished second. and on May 30 he was 


entered in the Bedford Stakes. 


Although still a maiden, he was the 
favorite at 7 to 2. He broke on top, com- 
pletely outclassed his field, and won by 
six lengths. Cinquevalli was second, Blue 
Banner third. 


I saw the Bedford, and it was in this 
race that jockey Alfred Booker was killed. 
Booker, a good lightweight. was riding 
Red Knight. which went down on the 
turn. Booker never recovered conscious- 
ness and died that night. 

Africander’s next start was in an over- 
night handicap at Gravesend, which he 
won handily. After finishing second to 
Hurst Park in the Spring Stakes at Sheeps- 
head Bay. Africander moved to Brighton 
Beach. where he won two of five races. 


Africander was beaten in eight straight 


races after leaving Brighton Beach. He 
ran in the top 2-year-old events—the Flash, 
Saratoga Special, United States Hotel, 
Adirondack, Futurity, and Great Eastem 
Stakes—but the closest he came to win. 
ning was a second to Golden Maxim jp 
the Great Eastern. He closed his 2-year. 
old season at Gravesend, winning a minor 
handicap. 

Africander’s record of four wins in 19 
starts did not promise great returns, g 
Fleischman sold the colt to Deimel and 
Dwyer. who raced under the name of 
Hampton Stable. 


Africander did not show any tremen. 
dous improvement in his first two starts as 
a 3-year-old, finishing second and third, 
His owners had not trained him for the 
Belmont. since they felt that Irish Lad 
would be unbeatable. When it was dis. 
covered that Irish Lad had not been en- 
tered, Africander was transported to Mor- 
ris Park for the race. 

Although Africander was not in top con- 
dition. he had no trouble winning from 
Whorler. Red Knight, and Rigodon, He 
took the lead after six furlongs and went 
on to win by two lengths, 


Back at Gravesend, Africander won two 
overnight handicaps and finished second 
in the Standard Stakes. Heno won the 
Standard, with Major Daingerfield third. 

Africander then moved to Sheepshead 
Bay. where he made four starts and scored 
three good victories. His first came in the 
Suburban Handicap. No 3-year-old had 
ever won the Suburban, so Africander was 
an outsider in a field which included 
Heno, Hermis, Major Daingerfield, Her- 
bert. and His Eminence. Africander start- 
ed slowly, but soon moved into second 
place. Coming into the stretch, he moved 
through on the inside and outgamed Her- 
bert in a driving finish. George Odom, who 
rode Herbert, claimed that Africander 
carried his mount wide entering the 
stretch, but the claim was not allowed. 

In the Advance Stakes, Africander de- 
feated Irish Lad, the colt which his own- 
ers had considered unbeatable a few weeks 
before. After following the early pace of 
His Eminence, Africander took over and 
won easily by two lengths, with Irish Lad. 
Major Daingerfield, and Bonnibert follow- 
lowing in that order, 

Africander went against older horses in 
the Equality Stakes, his next start, and 
finished fourth. His last start of the meet- 
ing was in the Lawrence Realization, in 
which he came from behind to beat Golden 
Maxim by a head, Savable. winner of the 
1902 Futurity, was third. 

At Saratoga, Africander fared much bet- 
ter than he had the year before. He won 
the Saratoga Cup from Heno and Water- 
boy and the Champlain Handicap from 
Himself. a 5-year-old. In the Champlain, 
Africander conceded Himself 18 pounds 
of actual weight. Two days after the Cham- 
plain, Africander finished fourth in the

Saranac Handicap. He carried 127 pounds, 
giving Molly Brant, the winner, 27 pounds, 
His last start of the year was in the Sep. 
tember Stakes at Sheepshead Bay. He fin. 
ished second to The Picket, which had won 
the American Derby earlier in the year. 

As a 3-year-old, Africander won eight 
of 15 races, and six of his wins were in 
top stakes. As W, S. Vosburgh said, “It 
is a good horse that can win the Belmont, 
Realization, Suburban, and Saratoga Cup 
as a 3-year-old.” 

The handicappers ended Africander’s 
success as a 4-year-old. He started 25 
times, won seven races, including two 
stakes, the Brighton Cup and the Morris 
Park Autumn. Although he lost most of 
his races. the handicappers continued to 
favor him. He carried the top weight in 
more than 75 per cent of his starts, usual- 
ly running against the best. 

The weights carried successively by 
Africander as a 4-year-old were 126, 126, 
125, 126, 126, 128, 127, 125, 122, 123, 123, 
126, 126, 127, 127, 126, 124, 121, 121, 126, 
118, 121. 126. and 124, These are not tre- 
mendous weights. but most of his oppo- 
nents carried far less. 

Africander made only one start in 1905 
as a 5-year-old, I believe he eventually 
was shipped to South America when the 
Hughes legislation wiped out racing in 


New York.

there is before me more material than the 
space for two articles would allow; so, 
for now, only that which is most pertinent 
to the main question. (The great mass of 
corroborative opinion from esteemed horse- 
men has no place here.) 

Ben Jones agreed with others who have 
said that an estimate of Citation must be 
based on his accomplishments at two and 
three. before injury. 

When asked. “Can you ever judge a 
horse on a come-back campaign?” Ben 
Jones said. “No, I would never judge any 
man’s horse on a come-back campaign, 
after injury.” 

“Have you ever seen a horse as great as 
Citation?” 

“No, never.” 


“What would a horse have to have to 
be greater than Citation?” 

“If I know anything about horses, there 
couldn’t be a horse any better. Citation 
had everything.” 

“When people ask you for an opinion 
of any fine race horse that you have seen, 
do you. in your own mind, ever compare 
that horse with Citation?” 

“No. I've never seen one that I could 
think to compare with Citation.” 

“They say ‘it is difficult to compare 
horses of different years. although good 


} horsemen do it. If you live to be a hundred, 


will you not always remember everything 
about Citation clearly enough to contrast 
him with horses you see running, any 
time?” 

“Yes, always.” 


“Has any Thoroughbred you ever heard 
of had. at three years, as complete a test 
as had Citation. and given as convincing 
proof of his quality?” 

“Never. I don’t know of one, Citation 
raced against his own age and all the fine 
older horses running, giving great weight 


advantages, throughout the year, even from 


early February. He ran at all distances up 
to two miles, on any kind of track, under 
any track condition, for any jockey. This 
horse raced at almost every track that 
wanted him. We did our best to let the 
public see him in action.” 

“It has been said of the Stars and 
Stripes. at Arlington Park, that it wasn’t 
up to Citation’s usual race. Is that cor- 
rect?” 

“I'm going to tell you about that race. 
Citation was not supposed to run in that 
race. He won it without any trouble—by 
two lengths, in track record time—but he 
came out of the race a little tired, not like 
himself, Before that race. when we went 
to Chicago, Citation was being pointed for 
the Arlington Classic, We were going to 
tun an entry of two older horses in the 


Stars and Stripes, but they didn’t train as 
well as expected. So, on short notice, we 
put Citation in—and the strained muscle 
resulted.” : 


“And he missed the Classic.” 

“Yes. His hip was really bad. For a 
while he almost couldn’t walk around the 
barn. He walked on his toe, his hip was 
so sore. We used heat on it—diathermy. 
But he was out of training for weeks and 
we had to withdraw him from the Classic.” 

“Something untrue appeared in print. 
this year, that more than irked me, so I 
want to ask you about Citation’s action 
when he was young. as a yearling and on 
from there.” 

“Citation always moved like a champion 
and looked like a champion, all his life. 
His action was always perfect.” 

“Was Citation ever asked for his best 
speed at three?” 


“No ” 


“If asked for speed, he could have set 
any number of new world records, could 
he not?” 


“Yes. he certainly could. He always had 
plenty of speed in reserve. and no mistake.” 

“Like the singing of Caruso; there was 
always reserve power.” 

Ben Jones smiled. “Yes. He was great 
one way, Citation another.” 

“T’ve collected many of the written rec- 
ords of 1948, They contain most impres- 
sive quotations of the opinions of long- 
time experts who speak of Citation as the 
champion of champions. So. of his mag- 
nificent. but easy. race in the two-mile 
Jockey Club Gold Cup at Belmont in Oc- 
tober. It has been said earlier, that if 
anything could stop Citation ‘it would have 
to be distance.’ But even the outstanding 
stayers in that two mile race could never 
bring him to a drive. and he won by seven 
lengths from Phalanx. with the third horse 
12 more lengths back.” 


“Yes.” said Jones, “and if they had run 
till dark, Citation would have been farther 
out in front all the time.” 


Here John Hislop’s book. The Turf, was 
placed before him, and Ben Jones read 
the statement made there concerning St. 
Simon, that “his trainer Matthew Dawson 
was adamant in his opinion that he was 
the best of the century—or any century.” 

Discussion of this led to an analysis of 
how Matthew Dawson had arrived at his 
judgment of St. Simon’s greatness as com- 
pared with horses unknown to him, of 
times before his own. 

Assuming Dawson to have been a man 
of sound common sense, as well as experi- 
ence with horses and knowledge of them. 
he could only judge his horse on the basis 
of known possibilities, 

In different periods the conditions of 
the whole life of the horse differ and cir- 
cumstances of racing differ. The way in 
which horses of the past are presented to 


39 
us in print leaves the need for us to 
translate that presentation into our 
language. We must also reconcile contra- 
dictory reports by different authors. A 
true judge of horses, in attempting to ar- 
rive at a conclusion concerning a Citation 
or a St. Simon, in comparison with horses 
known to him only through history, must 
take all of these things into consideration 
when judging of the possibilities. 

His judgment, in the end, must be based 
on his own knowledge of horses he has 
seen and the many fine horses that he him- 
self has handled, with his resulting under- 
standing as to the qualities of greatness 
that a horse can possess. 

A Matthew Dawson or a Ben Jones has 
the background of experience to form such 
a judgment, as to whether there is a horse 
before his eyes possessed of all these qual- 
ities, and supremely so, 

It could only have been on the basis of 
such a consideration that Matthew Dawson 
formed his opinion that St. Simon was the 
best of his century “or any century.” 

When asked to give this same consider- 
ation to the question of Citation’s great- 
ness, as compared with the greatest horses 
in the history of the Thoroughbred, Ben 
Jones said: 

“There is nothing that a horse could 
have that Citation did not have, A horse 
could not come any greater. And I do not 
believe there has ever been a horse any 
greater than Citation, in any century.” 


790 IN GARDEN STATE 


Walter H. Donovan, executive vice presi- 
dent of the Garden State Racing Associa- 
tion, announced this week that 790 year- 
lings have been made eligible for the 1954 
renewal of the Garden State Stakes, which 
last year grossed $269,395. the largest in 
the history of horse racing. When nomin- 
ations closed for the 1953 race, 757 year- 
lings had been named. 

Three French stables have nominated 
products for the race. A. Loebe named 
one, Pierre Guggenheim named two, and 
Ralph Beaver Strassburger four. From

Makes a Comprehensive Report 


Because of the importance of racing in New York State to the total industry and 
because of many intense criticisms of both the tracks and the State’s use of them, THE 
Bioop-Horse is publishing the following report in more than usual detail. 


The annual report of the New York State Racing Commission was made public last 
week. The bulky package of 49 mimeographed pages. which later will be committed to 
pamphlet form, constitutes the commission’s sketch of the racing picture in its State. 

Statistically, the report is a thorough job. including figures on State and municipal 
revenue, the commission’s budget, purse distribution. costs of track improvements, and 
records of leading owners, trainers, and jockeys. The racing summary also includes a 
section detailing track profits and reciting State legislation passed during 1953. 

A summary of the commission’s summary of 1953 racing in New York: 


REVENUE TO THE STATE, The 
State’s share of the pari-mutuel handle 
last year was $29,727,757, and its share of 
the breakage was $1,421,316, From all 
other sources, including licenses, fees, and 
uncashed pari-mutuel tickets, the State 
received an additional $1.376.527. The in- 
crease in revenue to the State over 1952 
was $6,992,308. 


REVENUE TO MUNICIPALITIES. Al- 
though the State gained nearly $7,000,000 
in revenue last year, local governments 
lost a little more than $4,000,000. (The 
State last year passed legislation increas- 
ing its take from the pari-mutuel handle 
and decreasing the local tax.) A 3 per 
cent pari-mutuel tax last year grossed New 
York City, Nassau County, and Saratoga 
County a total of $11,.233.254.24, of which 
nearly $8.000.000 went to New York City. 
The 1952 tax of 4 per cent grossed the 
governments $15,283,700.76, 


COMMISSION COSTS, Appropriations 
to the New York State Racing Commission 
for its fiscal year ending March 31, 1954, 
were $285,600. Receipts from racing asso- 
ciations for supervisory services, occupa- 
tional licensing, track licensing, and lab- 
oratory fees (chiefly from harness racing) 
earned the commission $181.850. The net 
cost of operating the commission was 
$103,750. The three commissioners served 
without salary. 


TRACK ATTENDANCE. Total atten- 
dance was 4,501,555, representing less 
than a one per cent decrease from 1952 
totals. Of the total. 91.26 per cent were 
paid admissions, 4.62 per cent were com- 
plimentary (taxable) admissions, and 4.12 
per cent were tax-exempt admissions, 


PURSE DISTRIBUTION. According to 
the report: “The New York Thoroughbred 
race tracks continued to maintain their 
nation-wide lead in the field of purse dis- 
tribution, rewarding horsemen in 1953 with 
the sum of $9,535,390 and topping their 
1952 record high of $9,155,699. Nowhere 
in the nation are horsemen better reward- 
ed than in the Empire State. 


“In our report for 1952, this commission 
pointed out that our New York tracks 
had the highest ratio of purses paid in 
relation to their ability to pay, the yard- 
stick being their share of pari-mutuel pools 
or commissions. For 1953 this ratio in- 
creased to a point where purses paid, ex- 
cluding horsemen’s contributions, equaled 
57 per cent of the associations’ share of 
such pools.” (See accompanying table.) 


Ed. note: These paragraphs of the com- 
mission's report contain the only “edi- 
torial” suggestion that New York race 
tracks do not retain a fair share of the 
wagered dollar. 


THE BETTORS. The $2 bettor con- 
tinued to pay the big share of racing’s 
bills. There were much fewer $100 bettors 
than in 1952. (See accompanying table.)

TRACK PROFITS. “An annual feature 
has been the reporting of Thoroughbred 
race track profits. Following are the sum- 
mary results of their 1952 financial oper- 
ations, the latest available until March. 
1954, when the 1953 figures will be sub- 
mitted to the commission as required by 
law. 

“For the 197 days of racing conducted 
by the five major racing associations and 
the United Hunts Racing Association. 
whose profits, if any. are devoted to the 
promotion of hunt meetings, an aggregate 
of $67,327,146 was received by these asso- 
ciations from the 14 per cent commission 
deducted from  pari-mutuel wagering. 
breakage, and miscellaneous operating in- 
comes. Out of this sum. $45,850,118. or 
68.1 per cent, was paid in various taxes to 
local, State. and Federal governments. 
Purses distributed to horsemen totaled 
$9,183,607, or 13.64 per cent, Payrolls 
amounted to $4,777.897, or 7.1 per cent. 


Contracted services. which comprise equip. 
ment rentals, policing, and similar accom. 
modations, cost $2.871.035, or 4.26 per 


cent. Depreciation, maintenance, insur. 
ance. administrative expenses, and_ all 
other operating expenses aggregated $2. 
269.188. or 3.37 per cent. The above ex. 
penditures total $64.951,845, or 96.47 per 
cent. providing a net profit to the racing 
associations for 1952 of $2.375.301, a mar. 
gin of 3.53 per cent. This achievement 
closely approximates their net profit for 
the year 1951.” 


TRACK IMPROVEMENTS. One of the 
chief criticisms of New York race tracks 
has been their failure (or inability) to 
improve themselves. The report lists all 
major improvements for each track in 
1953. plus contemplated improvements for 
each track in 1954.

LABORATORY WORK. On August 18, 


the commission’s laboratory. under the di- 
rection of Charles E. Morgan, chief chem- 
ist. processed the 100.000th sample taken 
by the commission veterinarian and his 
staff to check for the possible administra- 
tion of forbidden drugs. 

In 1953, 11.633 samples were analyzed, 
an increase of 11 per cent over the pre- 
vious year’s work. This increase largerly 
is due to an expanding collection of saliva 
specimens at the State’s trotting tracks. 
The laboratory also made 268 photomicro- 
graphs, 501 prints. 

The commission co-operated with other 
laboratories in other states and in several 
foreign countries, It shared information. 
did laboratory work whenever asked. “Ex- 
change of information with other labora- 
tories doing similar work and with other 
racing authorities is deemed to be of great 
importance by the State racing commission 
and its laboratory, It is felt that anything 
the laboratory can do to further this kind 
of co-operation will be reflected in in- 
creased efficiency on the part of all par- 
ticipants.” 


IDENTIFICATION. The report de- 
scribed a new identification system. de- 
veloped by Dr. James J. Manning. chief 
of the New York City Police Depart- 
ment’s crime laboratory. In _ brief. the 
system involves the photographing of a 
horse’s chestnuts, plus a description of 
body markings, all of which may now be 
reduced to IBM punch cards. “which will 
permit recording of this data for every 
horse in racing. The inherent, natural 
marks of the horse, together with the 
immutable shape of the chestnuts. once 
reduced to coded classification, are avail- 
able thereafter for almost immediate posi- 
tive identification.” 


TRANSPORTATION. The commission 
found that railroads are becoming less 
popular means of communication with 
race tracks. In 1947, railroads carried 50 
per cent of the race track traffic; last year 
it carried 25 per cent. Automobiles in 
1953 carried 45 per cent of the commuters. 
Others went by bus and subway and taxi.

BULLISH BUSINESS 


A United Press survey completed this 
week showed that 28.138,177 persons bet 
$2,007.401.848 at Thoroughbred _ race 
tracks last year. This was an increase of 
$142.805.836, or 7.4 per cent, over the 
total bet in 1952. Total attendance was 4.8 
per cent over the previous year’s mark. 

In only three of 25 states which support 
Thoroughbred racing was there a decrease 
in betting. The total bet in New York last 
year was $7.652.200 below that of 1952, 
Arizona dropped nearly $500,000, and 
Colorado’s totals fell approximately 
$200.000. 

New Jersey gained $32,000,000. and 
California and Ohio each gained about 
$20.000.000.

Heliowise, which had made his last seven starts 
in claiming races, was the lightweight of the 16 
runners in the Palos Verdes Handicap. He was 
close up throughout, and when Imbros and Reighs 
Bull, the early pace-setters, dropped back entering 
the stretch, Heliowise got the lead. He could not 
shake off Cyclotron, which had moved even at the 
eighth pole, but managed to maintain a small mar- 
gin to the finish. Phil D. closed well to take third 
from Imbros. The Calumet Farm entry of Mark- 
Ye-Well and Hill Gail, favored by the bettors, 
never figured in the race. 

Bred by the late Dr. William Kenney, of Paris, 
Ky., Heliowise was sold for $15,400 in the Cold- 
stream Stud consignment to the 1949 Keeneland 
summer sales.

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New Activity at Hamburg Place 


by Dan M. Bowmar III 


During the first quarter of this century, 
John E. Madden was the most prominent 
name in American racing, and his Ham- 
burg Place, at Lexington, was the nation’s 
largest Thoroughbred breeding establish- 
ment. 

Madden bred five Kentucky Derby win- 

ners—Flying Ebony, Paul Jones, Zev, Old 
Rosebud, and Sir Barton—a record still 
unequaled. Other top horses he bred, 
raced, or sold include Hamburg, The 
Finn, Sir Martin, Irish Lad, Fayette, Nov- 
elty, King James, Plaudit, and Yankee. 
_ Madden died in 1929, and the farm 
passed to his sons, J. Edward and Joseph. 
J. Edward bought most of the farm from 
his brother; then disposed of the Thor- 
oughbreds, since he was interested pri- 
marily in polo ponies, hunters, and show 
horses, 

After the death of J. Edward Madden in 
1943. his widow continued to operate 
Hamburg Place. In 1950, she married C, 
F. Morriss, who had retired in 1948 after 
25 years as a grain and feed broker and 
dealer in Charlotte, N. C. Morriss had 
been interested in horses for many years, 
and he and his wife agreed that Thorough- 
breds should be returned to Hamburg 
Place. 

They now have 24 broodmares, including 
six boarding mares, and the stallions 
Charlie McAdam and No Wrinkles. Be- 
cause of the size of Hamburg Place (2,000 
acres, 300 of which are leased to John A. 
Bell III’s Jonabell Stables), Morriss hopes 
to add more boarders, 

Morriss sold two yearlings at the recent

Keeneland fall sales, and he plans to sell 
most of his future foals. He will retain a 
few, mostly fillies, for racing. 

He has three 2-year-olds in training at 
the farm. Fifteen other yearlings were 
broken at the farm last fall, but all have 
been sent to their owners or to race 
tracks. Morriss’ 2-year-olds are a filly by 
*Blenheim II—Some Pep, by Stimulus; a 
filly by Bold Venture—Holua, by *Phal- 
aros; and a colt by Mighty Story—Bavar- 


' dia, by Blue Larkspur. The Some Pep filly 


is a half-sister to the stakes winners Pep 
Well and Whirlsome, and the Holua filly 
is a full sister to the stakes winner Incline, 

He has five stakes producers among his 
18 mares. In addition to Holua and Some 
Pep, they are Hadatalent (dam of Stan 
Clark), Millchic (dam of Flaunt), and 
Royal Robes (dam of Shotsilk). 

Included in his 1954 yearling crop of 
six fillies and five colts are a filly by 
Challenge Me—Millchic (a full sister to 
Flaunt) and a colt by Phalanx—Royal 
Robes. 


From the time foals are weaned at Ham- 


. burg Place until about three months before 


they are sold, they are never in a barn. 
John E. Madden believed that fresh air 
was good for horses, and he equipped his 
farm accordingly. Scattered about the 
farm are 15 “Madden sheds,” a type of 
shelter introduced to Kentucky by Mad- 
den. The sheds, 60 feet: long and: 30 feet 
wide, are cut in half, nearly the length of 


the barn, by a hay rack and a grain box, 
where feed is placed three times a day. 
Also there is a loft, where hay can be 
stored. 

These sheds are open to the weather in 
the front. The rear half of each shed is 
heavily bedded with straw so that the 
horses can keep warm when it is cold. The 
sheds face toward the east to escape the 
west winds, 

There is running water in all of the 
fields and paddocks. The farm does not 
have city water, but two wells furnish an 
adequate supply. Several years ago, a 
small pipe system was installed. Last 
year, Morriss added 950 feet of plastic 
pipe, which allowed him to put water into 
five more paddocks and three more large 
fields, The plastic pipe has proved very 
satisfactory. Morriss said he knew of a 
similar system which had been in the 
ground for 20 years and still was in good 
condition. 

Morriss buys most of his hay, but he 
grows about 25 acres of alfalfa. “I don't 
want to gamble on any more than that. 
because unless you get good weather you 
can lose the whole crop,” he said. 

He buys only heavy oats—42 pounds or 
better. Morriss feeds crushed oats because 
he feels that the horses are able to make 
better use of the food value when the 
oats are crushed. He has an oats-crushing 
machine in his broodmare barn, and oats 
are crushed each day. 
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To his in-foal mares, Morriss feeds Fair- 
way Calf Starter Pellets, which is manu- 
factured by Marbut Milling Company, of 
Augusta, Ga., in which he owns a half- 
interest. “It is something like calf manna,” 
he said, “but I think it’s much better.” 

The pastures at Hamburg Place are 
good despite last summer’s drought. be- 
cause they have been lightly grazed for 
many years. Morriss makes soil tests on 
each field once a year, then decides which 
fertilizer should be used. He uses horse 
manure as fertilizer, but not on the fields 
currently being used by the horses. 

Like most of the breeders in Central 
Kentucky. Morriss uses the low-level phe- 
nothiazine treatment. Fecal counts are 
made for every horse on the farm once a 
month, and, if a horse has a count of one- 
plus he is given a dose of liquid pheno- 
thiazine. 

About 1.000 acres now are devoted to 
horses. The horse and general-farm divi- 
sions are supervised separately. Keifer 
Kloosterman is in charge of the general 
farming section, which includes 60 acres 
of tobacco, 1,200 sheep, and, for part of 
the year. 100 feeder cattle, 


George Doyle is the office manager. 
Hollis Dunn, who was head broodmare 
man at Walnut Hall Farm before going 
to Hamburg Place. handles the brood- 
mares, and Dexter Finney is in charge of 
the yearlings and 2-year-olds, 

Morriss believes that it is easier to 
keep reliable help if living quarters are 
provided on the farm. Last year he bought 
five house trailers and made them avail- 
able to farm employees. Morriss feels 
that they were a good investment. 

This is the first season that Morriss has 
had stallions. For a breeding shed, he 
is converting the second floor of an old 
foaling barn (see picture). 

Charlie McAdam, a 5-year-old by *Heli- 
opolis—Gumdrop, by *Pharamond II, is 
beginning his stud duty this year. Bred 
and raced by John C. Clark, president of 
Hialeah Park, Charlie McAdam now 
is owned jointly by Clark and Morriss. 

In three seasons, Charlie McAdam start- 
ed 20 times, won seven races, and earned 
$77,687. At three, after winning the Fla- 
mingo and Swift Stakes, he burst an ab- 
scess during the Withers Stakes, Two 
days later, he hurt himself in his stall 
and had to be taken out of training. 
Brought back to the races in 1953, he 
made only one start before he was retired. 

Morriss used a novel promotional idea 
to publicize Charlie McAdam. He bound 
2,000 copies of the 1953 Racing Almanac 
with covers giving Charlie McAdam’s ped- 
igree and racing record. He distributed 
many copies himself, and has received re- 
quests for the book from many breeders 
in other sections of the country. 

Charlie McAdam is booked to 21 mares 
this year, 

No Wrinkles, which came to Hamburg 
Place about November 1, had been stand-

BOOKS 


RACING AND THE INCOME TAX. Ed- 
ited by Harry R. Stringer. Published 
by the National Thoroughbred Founda- 
tion, Box 578, Washington 4, D. C. $50. 


In filing his tax returns for the years 
1913 and 1914 the late Richard T. Wilson 
Jr.. president of the Saratoga Association, 
claimed deductions totaling $53.196.83 for 
the two years. The tax commissioner in 
Washington disapproved the deductions, 
Mr. Wilson paid the deficiency under pro- 
test and took the case to the courts, which 
decided in his favor, overruling the com- 
missioner. 


The Wilson case constituted the first 
scrimmage in a very serious game which 
has now gone on for nearly forty years, 
The taxpayer is still ahead, and the sur- 
vival of racing as a major sport is largely 
the result of legal victories gained by a 
small group of horsemen, The rules of 
the game have been changed to some ex- 
tent (for example. losses of more than 
$50.000 annually for five years in suc- 
cession are now considered prima facie 
evidence that an enterprise is not a busi- 
ness. but a hobby. and therefore not al- 
lowable as a tax deduction), and so have 
the interpretations. The person who claims 
a tax deduction today needs not only a 
rule book but a play-by-play account of 
earlier decisions. 


The most comprehensive summary of 
this involved subject is Racing and the 
Income Tax, published by the National 
Thoroughbred Foundation, organiza- 
tion which resulted from the efforts of the 
late Adm. Cary T. Grayson and a few 
others in the late 1920’s. The new edition, 
just published. is organized in 11 chap- 
ters and under numerous subheadings. get- 
ting down to such details as depreciation 
methods.

Five-Point Plan 
For Officials 


Representatives of four racing organiza- 
tions met in New York recently to discuss 
proposals that The Jockey Club assign 
officials to the nation’s race tracks. Last 
week an official report was made _ public 
through the office of the New York Racing 
Associations. The five-point policy state- 
ment is reproduced below. 

Those who met to discuss the plan were 
George D. Widener, chairman of The 
Jockey Club; Ashley Trimble Cole, chair- 
man of the New York State Racing Com- 
mission; Irving Gushen, national president 
of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association; John A, Morris, presi- 
dent of the Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tions: Spencer J. Drayton, president of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau: 
and Marshall Cassidy. executive secretary 
of The Jockey Club, Cole also was author- 
ized to speak for Hugh L. Mehorter, presi- 
dent of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners. 

1. “There will be no additional cost to 
any racing associations, the scale of pay 
remaining as it is at present. 

2. “The Jockey Club would be asked 
to appoint only such officials as associa- 
tions might request, meaning that all state- 
appointed officials would continue to be 
named by the various commissions. The 
TRA will consider adding the idea to its 
code of ethics. 

3. “The pool from which The Jockey 
Club would draw their stewards would 
consist of a great majority of the stew- 
ards presently serving, because of their 
record of achievement, and the big body 
of stewards who have already attended 
The Jockey Club school for officials and 
others who have for the past ten years 
been trained by The Jockey Club. 

4. “It is contemplated that The Jockey 

Club would pay the salaries of all officials 
and bill the association using the officials. 
In this way. men of proven ability would 
remain with no change in status except the 
elimination of the employer-employee re- 
lationship between track management and 
themselves. 
5. “All stewards appointed by The 
Jockey Club would. of course. be investi- 
gated by the TRPB before assignments 
were made. 

“The procedure is planned to bring 
about improved conditions for the public. 
because of confidence that all decisions 
were being made without influence of man- 
agement: for management. because of the 
elimination of all outside pressure to ap- 
point men of possibly limited experience 
and ability; for horsemen. who would be 


assured of independent and unbiased rul- 
ings and for the officials, who would be 
given new security and dignity in their 
positions,”

The Veterinarian Might Help— 


If the Rulemakers Asked Him | 


by Dr. Marion L. Scott 


I have been reading the various articles 
appearing in different turf magazines and 
newspapers, in an attempt to gather a 
general perspective of what is happening 
at the various race tracks throughout the 
country. My observations have been from 
the veterinarian’s point of view. 

I was in Boston last summer at the time 
of the meeting of the National Associa- 
tion of State Racing Commissioners. and 
since the first of the vear 1953 I have visit-

ed twenty or more race tracks over the 
southern. middle, and eastern part of the 
United States. 

Since returning home. I have read the 
round table discussion on “Matters Per- 
taining to Racing” held in New York the 
past summer. Perusing this discussion. in 
which 37 questions were presented to the 
panel. I noted that Question No. 4— 
Should the use of hormones and vitamins 
he allowed?— was discussed most thor- 
ougly and occupied more space than any 
other question before the panel. The 
thought which puzzled me was that there 
was not a veterinarian appearing on the 
panel to enter into the discussion of that 
particular question. 


Turning back to that meeting of the 
racing commissioners in Boston, a similar 
question on “drugs and stimulants” was 
discussed extensively, During that discus- 
sion the only members of the medical pro- 
fession in attendance were a dentist and 
a physician—but no veterinarian. 

During my trips the past winter. spring 
and summer, covering tracks from Boston 
to New Orleans, and from Miami to De- 
troit. | found the consensus among veter- 
inarians was that the professional recogni- 
tion shown them by other branches of the 
racing fraternity was quite unsatisfactory. 
The veterinarian’s professional intelligence 
is not consulted when it is apparently 
most needed. 

These discussions by the laity on drugs. 
stimulants. vitamins. and hormones are 
perhaps entertaining and educational to 
a certain point, but the greater part of 
the information dispensed was obtained 
indirectly from the veterinarian and _per- 
haps was somewhat distorted when retold. 

The endocrine system is far too intricate 
for laymen to be discussing seriously 
when the professional group are still de- 
bating and disagreeing as to the results 
from the use of hormones. It probably will 
be some time before definite conclusions 
will be reached. Rome was not built in a 
day. 

There are any number of other question- 
able practices being carried on by laymen 
at the race track which perhaps could be 
corrected if the racing associations and 
racing commissions were to grant the vet- 
erinarians of the race track more author- 
ity and greater recognition of their knowl- 
edge of medication. 

The development and production of im- 
proved medicants to combat diseases of 
animals should also be accompanied by 
changes of regulations in horse racing 
when they are correlated with each other. 
These more modern medicinal agents are 
merely supplements to an average diet to

keep the animals in a normal racing con- 
dition, 

The past several years. rules and regu- 
lations controlling horse racing in the 
United States have been revised from time 
to time for the purpose of improving horse 
racing. Improvement in track equipment, 
such as the starting gate. has brought 
about changes in regulations governing 
their use, The various state racing commis- 
sions, with the assistance of owners. train- 
ers, stewards. jockeys. track management. 
and public relations. have attempted to 
revise some of the antiquated regulations 
for the purpose of improving the sport. 


The word drug, used in most state regu- 
lations. is obsolete as a term to be used 
in governing racing and could well be 
displaced by more specific terms such as: 
stimulating, depressing. narcotizing, and 
anesthetizing agents. 

The racing commission of Florida in 
August, 1952, amended a part of its Rule 
210, paragraph G. in a similar manner. 
and it possibly could be improved to read 
in the following manner: “An owner or 
trainer shall not enter or start a horse that 
has been given in any manner whatso- 
ever. internally or externally. any stimu- 
lant. depressant. narcotic or anesthetic 
agent of any kind or description immedi- 
ately prior to a race.” 


That kind of regulation well covers the 
unlawful administration of any medication 
designed to improve or lessen the speed 
of a horse. It would also permit the use 
of some of the new preparations given to 
race horses as an added supplement in 
keeping their physical condition normal. 
There is no one better prepared to help 
decide on the revision of regulations per- 
taining to the use of medicants at the 
race track than the veterinarian at the 
race track, 


The veterinarv profession has a code of 
ethics which we believe is a criterion of 
our profession: 


THE VETERINARIAN’S CREED 


To regard my profession as something more than 
a means of livelihood. 

To value character more highly than reputation and 
truth above popularity. 

To be merciful and humane. preventing needless 
suffering among dumb beasts. 

To be faithful and zealous preventing needless loss 
to those T am called on to serve. 

To guide my conduct by sober judgment and my 
judgment by a never-sleeping conscience. 

To be modest and open-minded and thankful for 
every opportunity to increase my knowledge and 
my usefulness. 

To be a co-worker with my fellow practitioners by 
the mutual interchange of council and _assist- 
ance. 

To be true to myself. measuring my success by the 
value of the service I render rather than by the 
fee I receive. 


I am positive the veterinary profession 
would gladly give its able assistance in 
helping to improve its relationship with 
all branches of horse 1acing if called upon 
professionally.

A. Alan Post, auditor for the California 
legislature, recommended to an Assembly 
subcommittee last week that the State re- 
duce the amount of pari-mutuel taxes 
which go to county and district fairs. He 
suggested these funds be diverted to “more 
justifiable purposes.” 

Post estimated that fairs and other ex- 
positions would receive $15.700.009 from 
this year’s racing, a sum which he sail 
was equivalent to 4 per cent ef the tota! 
pari-mutuel handle. He surgested thai 
these local shares be cut to 2 or 3. per 
cent. with the rest to be mavked for the 
State’s general fund. 

Under Post’s plan, the Fair and Ex- 
position Fund would be abolished, and all 
racing taxes would go direct to the gen- 
eral fund, where they would be allocated 
according to local needs.

The First Fiddles continued to show 
class, speed at 2 and up, and the ability to 
win over a wide range of distance in 1953 
when they won 106 races. With four crops 
of racing age (and one of these only 10 
foals), First Fiddle ranked right at the top 
in number of wins per foal.
